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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . Applicant's proposed amendments would require further consideration and further search. Thus, 
the proposed amendments to the claims are not entered. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed 13 September 2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Firstly, while it is true that Applicant's amendments filed 16 April 2006 were for the purpose 
of overcoming the rejections under 35 USC § 101, said amendments still require an analysis based on the 
prior art references. The rejections of the amended claim language required previously uncited portions 
of the prior art references. Thus, new grounds of rejection were necessitated by the amendments to the 
claims. While Examiner may have further explained the rejection in the final rejection of 12 July 2007, 
the same grounds of rejection were applied to the unmodified limitations of the claims. Thus, Examiner 
developed a clear issue of rejection. Examiner's more explicit explanation of the rejection does not alter 
the fact that a clear issue was developed before final rejection since the same grounds of rejection are 
applied to the limitations of the claims that were unamended.
